SULTAN S LIFE THREATENED 


I Herman Ridder Tells Senate Commit­ 


tee Publishers Are at the Mercy of 


the Manufacturers. 


Washington, June 6.—The hearings 
before the senate finance committee 
on the Canadian reciprocity bill for­ 
mally closed, preliminary to a vote to­ 
morrow. 
This 
morning Secretary of State 
Knox took the stand and pointed out 
informally to the committee that the 
bill as it passed the house embodies 
the terms of the agreement negotiated 
between president Taft and Minister 
of Finance Fielding, of Canada. 
Both Herman Ridder, until recently 
president of the American Newspaper 
Publishers' association, and Melville 
E. Stone, general manager of the As­ 
sociated Press, testified, that in their 
opinion no effort had been made by 
the newspapers of the country to pre­ 
sent only one side of the reciprocity 
argument, to color their reports on the 
question or to suppress any facts that 
were of news value. 


Seek Freedom From Trust. 
The chief interest width the news­ 
papers of the country have in the mat­ 
ter, Mr. Ridder told the committee, is 
their desire to free themselves from 
the paper manufacturers' trust, which 
now, he added, has the publishers at 
its mercy The readers of the country 
would benefit by cheaper paper, aa 
well as the publishers, he dedared, 
because the 
money saved on paper 
could be used to furnish a larger and 
better news service 
At one point Mr. Ridder charged 
that a representative of the Interna­ 
tional 
Paper company had perjured 
himself 
and 
characterized the men 
whom he charged with conducting the 
palier trust as 
a gang of thieves.” 
Mr 
Ridder acknowledged that the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ as­ 
sociation had sent out butle'Ins and 
letters urging the passage of the red 
pioc By measure 
“Hut I would not 
have favored the measure.” he said, 
lf I had not thought it would he of 
benefit to the country as a whole, in 
dependent of my interest In It as a 
newspaper publisher." 
When Mr Ridder attacked the pa­ 
per trust, which he said limited the 
output, fixed the price and told a pub­ 
lisher where he must buy his paper, 
both Senator* McCnml»er and Bailey,

W ashington, June 6. — President 
Taft has ordered the secretary ot war 
to adm inister a severe public repri­ 
mand to Colonel Joseph H, G en aid, 
cavalry com m anding officer of the mil­ 
itary post at Fort Myer, Va., for ex­ 
hibiting prejudice against a private In 
his com m and because of the soldier's 
"Jewish 
extraction 
and 
the 
social 
standing of his family." 
T he president said it was hard to 
deal with the case "with patient e and 
without condem natory words th a t bad 
better not be w ritten.” 


Sensation In Army. 


The president's action has created 
something ut a sensation, not only in 
arm y circles, but throughout W ash­ 
ington. 
The voting soldier involved in the 
controversy is Frank Bloom, a private 
in Battery F, of the Third Field Ar­ 
tillery. He is now on duty on the Mex- 
i! an border. 
Several years ago Bloom was urged 
for appointm ent to W est Point. Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt, not being in a posi­ 
tion at the time to make lite appoint­ 
ment, suggested to Bloom that he en­ 
list and, "like a true American,” fight 
his way up from the ranks. 
Tile young man took the advice, en ­ 
tered the army, where he is *aid to 
h a \e made a good ret old, and retently 
took his first examination for promo­ 
tion 
It is said that Bloom failed In 
this examination, hut in view of the 
prejudice brought about by Colonel 
G airard> endorsem ent, Bloom will be 
ordered up for hnal examination again 
In Septem ber. 
On this point the president, in a 
letter to Simon Wolf, of Washington, 
said: 
"I shall take steps to see th at the 
exam ination to whi« ii Private Bloom 
is subjec ted is one in which he will he 
given a fair chance and not be ex 
posed to any unjust prejudice.” 
Colonel G arrard's endorsem ent on 
Bloom’s papers, to which President 
T a n ho strongly oJl»eeted when It was 
brought to his attention, was at fol­ 
lows: 
"Tile applicant Is a son of Joseph 
A 
Bloom, of Jewish persuasion, who 
in now, and has been for a num ber of 
y eais. a tailor at this {Kist 
His asso­ 
r ia ’ic n. as tar as I know, and that of 
his family, have been with enlisted 
m ei^aud their families, aud have bec-u 
respectable, 
‘ The 
young 
man is undoubtedly 
honest and upright, am bitious 
and 
probably deserving, but for the reason 
stated I would ncit desire b m in my 
command as an officer and a soc tai 
and |«ersonal assoc late 
"'rhe pie*enc-e pf 
the 
applicant's 
I emily at a military post would be sub 
versive of disc iplane and theii prob 
aide* treatm ent a source of mortifica­ 
tio n to them and frequent cause of 
trouble to com manding officers From 
an experience of many years I have 
found, except in few ca*-es, few com ­ 
munities where Jews are received aa 
desirable social associates ” 


Taft Orders Inquiry. 


In directing the sec retary of arar 
to Inquire into the case President Taft 
wrote: 
"I enclose herewith a letter from 
Simon Wolf, a lawyer and very prom! 
nent and r e s e c te d citizen of W ash­ 
ington. This gives to the statem ent 
lie m akes every presumption of accu­ 
racy and truth 
It is difficult for me 
to read the endorsement of Colonel 
G arrard, set forth in this letter, with 
patience anc! without 
condem natory 
words that had better not be written 
I wish you would examine the lecord 
and verily the 
statem ents of 
Mr. 
Wolf, and, lf he has not been mlsin 
form ed—and his letter sets forth the 
tacts—direct that this young man be 
admitted to exam ination for a lieu­ 
tenancy In the army. 
"T he statem ents made by Colonel 
G arraid are not true with reference 
to the standing that Jews have in this 
country, and I lesent a- commander- 
tn-chief of the army and the navy, 
that any officer of either should per­ 
mit himself In an official document to 
give evidence of such unfounded and 
narrow race 
prejudice as that con 
tam ed in this endorsement. 
"A fter you have made an examina 
lion of tile record please advise me 
of your action.” 
The reprim and as Issued from the 
W hite House says that Colonel Gar 
rani h attitude in this m atter Is strong 
Iv disapproved

ideals and principles of this country.

make the worst kind of rat harbors. 
Bats may be kept out by packing sand 
or cinders to the top of the joists be­ 
fore laying the floor, but those mate­ 
rials are often too expensive to be 
used for this purpose. It Is ^till hard 
for many farmers to get rid R f the no­ 
tion that anything Is good enough for 
a ling. Yet there is no animal on the 
farm which requires better protection 
from cold than the hog, none for vvlii- b 
a good bed is more necessary and 
none so much in need of sunshine as 
the little pig. The horse and the cow 
have good coats of hair. even a calf
